He said a total of 13 persons 
shot by the sniper had been 
brought to the hospital.

Robert Heard wa s shot in the 
arm by a sniper as he followed 
two Tex a s Rangers to an open 
area near the tower. 
“ He got m e!” Ernest Strom- 
berger of the Dallas Tim es Her­ 
ald said Heard y elled.

“ Different sounds ca m e from 
tlie building—like a pistol and 
rifle and then we heard the big 
one,” said

University police said half an 
liour after the first report: “ The 
man is still up there, still shoot­ 
ing.

One girl felled by a bullet was 
dragged behind a cem ent sta ir­ 
way by severa l men after she 
was wounded.

The campus was almost de­ 
serted when the firing began 
about noon. 
Small groups of people ran 
out of buildings when the first 
shots were fired, then ducked 
back to sa fety as the bullets 
kept coming from the tower.

Unemployment Rate Is Cut In Appalachia 


COLUMBUS, Ohio 
(AP) 
— 
“ Remarkable reductions” were 
reported today in the unemploy­ 
ment rate in nine of the 28 Ohio 
Appalachia counties. 
The term was used by the 
Bureau of Unemployment Com­ 
pensation to Gov. 
Jam es A. 
Rhodes in a quarterly report of 
employment 
and 
unemploy­ 
ment in 22 counties. 
Willard P. Dudley, bureau ad­ 
ministrator. 
said 
the 
unem­ 
ployment rate for the 22 count­ 
ies surveyed, comparing Febru­ 
ary with June 1966, was 3.8 per 
cent of the civilian labor force, 
a reduction of 0.7 per cent, with 
an unemployment figure of 27,- 
600 from the civilian labor force 
of 732.775. 
He said that of the 705,175 
persons 
employed, 
the 
most 
dramatic change in both per­ 
centage of employment and un­ 
employment, was Adams Coun­ 
ty, 
where 
the 
unemployed 
rate was reduced 10.8 per cent 
fro 16.3 per cent to 
5.5 per 
cent, or from 925 to 325 per­ 
sons. 
Other Appalachia area count­ 
ies in the report showed Cler­ 
mont County reduced its rate 
from 15.1 per cent to 7.9 per 
cent, 
the unemployment dur­ 
ing February being 2,100 com­ 


pared to 1,200 in June. Pike 
County’s 
unemployment 
rate 
was 14.9 per cent, and was re­ 
duced to 6.5 per cent, from 700 
to 
325 
unemployed. 
Warren 
County’s unemployment rate in 
February was 11.6, in June it 
was 6.6 per cent or a reduc­ 
tion from 1,550 to 950. 
The unemployment rate 
in 
Jackson was reduced from 9.3 
per cent to 5.5 per cent, from 
700 to 425 persons. Brown Coun 
ty had an unemployment rate of 
9.2 per cent and it dropped in 
June to 4.9 per cent, unem­ 
ployment reduced from 600 to 
350. 
Scioto County cuts its unem­ 
ployment rate of 8.9 per cent to 
5.7 per cent, or from 2,100 to 
1,400. Perry County’s unemploy­ 
ment rate changed from 81 per 
cent to 6.5 per cent, or from 
500 to 425, and Vinton County 
reduced its unemployment rate 
from 7.1 per cent to 5.3 per 
cent, or from 150 to 125 unem­ 
ployed. 
The unemployment

another Appalachia county, Ath­ 
ens. was 3.1 per cent with 600 
reported unemployed. 
The unemployment rate for

The Ohio lawmaker said that,

most by the smothering burden 
of inflation forced upon them 
by 
the 
Johnson 
Administra­ 
tion’s wild spending. 
“ The m eager benefits derived 
from social security payments 
decrease in proportion to tne 
increase 
in the cost 
of living 
and 
while 
the 
government s I 
own figures admit the cost of I 
livmg has increased more than 
8 per cent in the last six years, 
as a practical matter, the cost 
of living has exceeded this fig­ 
ure.” Harsha charged. 
“ For that reason, I have in­ 
troduced a bill which would au­ 
tomatically increase social se ­ 
curity 
benefits 
whenever 
the 
cost of living rises by 3 per cent 
or more. This legislation would 
eliminate the delays in provid­ 
ing this needed relief to the peo­ 
ple who need it the most and 
would involve no increase in 
costs as a level percentage of 
payroll since it is correlated to 
increases in the consumer price 
index,” 
the 
Ohio 
lawmaker 
said. 
“ There is an urgent need for 
such a change in the law. Why 
should aged pensioners continue 
to suffer while runaway infla­ 
tion further destroys the pur­ 
chasing power of the pension 
dollar? 
Congress 
should 
pro­ 
vide for this automatic offset 
against the hardship of infla­ 
tion,” Harsha concluded.

Two-thirds of the 400 dele­ 
gates, 
meeting in 
Louisville, 
had raised their hand when Bal 
lantine asked how many thought 
Richard Speck, indicted in the 
slaying of eight student nurses 
in Chicago, should be sentenced 
to at least IO years in prison. 
The rest, the Louisville Couri- 
er-Journal reported, had raised 
their hands when he asked how 
many thought Speck should be 
committed to a mental institu­ 
tion on the grounds of insanity. 
The incident points up the dif­ 
ficulty af assuring the accused 
in a widely publicized criminal 
case a fair trial. 
What makes the Speck case 
particularly significant is that it 
follows two historic Supreme 
Court decisions. 
In one, the court cited “ preju- 
dicail news accounts” in ruling 
that Dr. Samuel H. Sheppard 
did not get a fair trial in the 
bludgeon slaying of his first 
wife. 
In the other, the court 
im­ 
posed a series of restrictions on 
police questioning of suspects, 
including the rule that he sus­ 


pect must be told of his right to 
remain silent and to have a law­ 
yer at his side. 
As a result, Chicago author- 
iies have been reading 
very 
carefully in their dealings with 
the 24-year-old seaman and with 
the press. Speck has been se­ 
cluded from reporters and even 
th state’s attorney’s office has 
been careful not to talk to him. 
Newsmen were told to leave 
the corridors of the hospital as 
soon as Speck’s identity was 
pinned 
down. 
The

Court decision on police ques­ 
tioning had put new limits on 
the use of confesses at trials,

Two-thirds of the 400 dele­ 
gates, 
meeting in 
Louisville, 
had raised their hand when Bal­ 
lantine asked how many thought 
Richard Speck, indicted in the 
slaying of eight student nurses 
in Chicago, should be sentenced 
to at least IO years in prison. 
The rest, the Louisville Couri- 
er-Joumal reported, had raised 
their hands when he asked how 
many thought Speck should be 
committed to a mental institu­ 
tion on the grounds of insanity. 
The incident points up the dif­ 
ficulty of assuring the accused 
in a widely publicized criminal 
case a fair trial. 
What makes the Speck case 
particularly significant is that it 
follows two historic Supreme 
Court decisions. 
In one, the court cited “preju- 
dicail news accounts” in ruling 
that Dr. Samuel H. Sheppard 
did not get a fair trial in the 
bludgeon slaying of his first 
wife 
In the other, the court 
im­ 
posed a series of restrictions on 
police questioning of suspects, 
including the nile that he sus 


pect must be told of his right to 
remain silent and to have a law­ 
yer at his side. 
As a result, Chicago author 
iies have been reading

carefully in their dealings with 
the 24-year-old seaman and with 
the press. Speck has been se­ 
cluded from reporters and even 
th state’s attorney’s office has 
been careful not to talk to him.

Among the companies report­ 
ing high second April-May-June 
profits were Bethlehem Steel. 
Boeing, Jersey Standard, Shell

good for the automakers, which 
have seen domestic sales de­ 
clining from the record 1965 lev­ 
el.

The generally good earnings 
failed to inspire the stock m ar­ 
ket.

Highway Patrol officers will I 
again don coveralls for the in

brakes, 
steering, 
wiring, 
ex­ 
haust 
system s, 
fram es, 
em er­ 
gency exits, tires, lights condi­ 


tion of seats and other safety 


equipment. They will also be 


checked for first aid kits and 
fire extinguishers. 


Buses passing inspection will 
be indicated by a certificate af­ 
fixed to the bus by the Patrol 
officer. Those not passing will 
not receive a sticker and will 
be ordered in for repairs or re ­ 
moved from service. 


Sgt. 
Pribble 
and 
McDowell 
pointed out that inspections are 
being held early this year with 
most second inspections expect­ 
ed to be completed by Septem ­ 
ber I. The 
program

Ste a rn lined so this may be a c­ 
complished. 


The Sergeant said that every 
effort will be made to ascer­ 
tain that the buses are entirely 
safe for thc transportation 
of 
school children. 


For the first tim e, buses this 
year will 
not 
display 
license 
plates but will carry a rcgistra 
tion number in black num erals 
at least six inches high on both 
thc front and rear of the ve­ 
hicle. 
The 
num ber 
replaces 
thc gratis license plates form er­ 
ly issued. All buses are regis­ 
tered with the Highway Patrol 
and assigned the new numbers.
